that makes the

The public ought to adopt some 
means to punish the fellow who need­ 
lessly abuses a horse on the streets 
or in the barn.

so a go o d practice to plant what is 
termed a trap cro p. 
In this case

After the eggs 
o f the fly were laid in this strip o f 
wheat, the wheat wo uld be destro y ed 
either by burning o r by plo wing un­ 
der. 
The insect is a nativ e o f Ameri­ 
ca, and is co ntro lled by the actio n

o f serio us infestatio n is usually fo l­ 
lo wed by co mparativ e freedo m fro m 
attack.
